A hard fight was precipitated by an 
amendment offered by Mr. Nicholson to 
wipe out the appropriations given to the 
educational institutions on the ground 
that they were amply provided for by 
the special tax levied for them two 
years ago, and this was left in the air 
when the house adjourned. 
The legislature enters upon its last 
week with a vast amount of unfinished 
business. 
The building and loan legis­ 
lation is pending iu the senate

will be some disagreements on minor 
features which will be arranged by con­ 
ference committees and a building and 
loan bill may be passed.

F reedom From Serfdom . 
One of the best known banking houses 
of 8t. Petersburg and the one to which 
most American visitors to Russia carry 
letters of credit is that of Messrs. Shal- 
ounine & 80ns, the founder of which, 
father of the present head of the firm, 
owed his liberation f?om serfdom, 15 
years before the decree of emancipation, 
to a barrel of oysters. 
Old Shalounine 
was a serf belonging to Count She- 
remetieff, one of the wealthiest nobles in 
Russia. 
He had frequently entreated 
the count to grant him Ins freedom, of­ 
fering him as much as $600,000 for the 
boon. But money was no object to the 
count, and it gratified bis pride to feel 
that one of the leading bankers df the 
empire was one of his serfs, unable to 
marry either his sous or his daughter« 
without his master’s oonsffet. Moreover, 
as serf, the banker was liable to have 
his money seized and confiscated any 
moment by the count, since everything 
that belonged to a serf, including his 
wife, children aud property, belonged 
ipso facto to his master. 
One day Shalounine, who had just 
that very morning returned to the capi 
tal from Odessa, called at the Shore- 
metieff palace for the purpose of report­ 
ing his arrival, as in duty bound to his 
owner. 
He had brought with him a 
barrel of delicious Crimean oysters for 
presentation to the count, but left them 
in his carriage at the palace door until 
he should have obtained his master’s 
Intimation that his gift was acceptable.

from the enemy, succeeded unaided in 
bringing two severely wounded com­ 
rades across the creek. A general ordet 
was issued by his brigade commander, 
General ‘Baldy’ Smith, commending 
the heroic bravery of this drnmmer boy. 
The act of congress granting the medal 
of honor was passed July 12, 1862, and 
it is reported that Secretary Stanton 
was so pleased with the bravery of thi« 
boy that as soon as the medals were 
ready he sent the first one to Julian 
Soot t.”

One of the best known banking houses 
of S t Petersburg and the one to which 
most American visitors to Russia carry 
letters of credit is that of Messrs. Shal- 
ounine & Bons, the founder of which, 
father of the present head of the firm, 
owed his liberation f?om serfdom, 15 
years before the decree of emancipation, 
to a barrel of oysters. 
Old Bhalouuine 
was a serf belonging to Count She* 
remetieff, one of the wealthiest nobles in 
Russia. 
He had frequently entreated 
the oount to grant him his freedom, of 
fering him as much as $500,000 for the 
boon. But money w as no object to the 
count, and it gratified his pride to feel 
that one of the leading bankers At the 
empire was one of his serfs, unable to 
marry either his sons or his daughters 
without his master’s conafkt Moreover, 
as serf, the banker was liable to have 
his money seized and confiscated any 
moment by the count, since everything 
that belonged to a serf, including hi;* 
wife, children aud property, belonged 
ipso facto to his master. 
One day Bhalouuine, who had just 
that very morning returned to the capi­ 
tal from Odessa, called at the Shore- 
metieff palace for the purpose of r e f u t­ 
ing his arrival, as in duty bound to his 
owner. 
He had brought with him a 
barrel of delicious Crimean oyste rs for 
presentation to the count, but left them 
in his carriage at the palace door until 
he should have obtained his m aster’s 
intimation that his gift was acceptable. 
On entering the presence of tile count 
the banker found him surrounded by a 
party of guests and engaged in be rating 
his chief butler for neglecting to pro 
vide oysters for the breakfast to which 
they were about to sit down. The butler 
was explain mg to the oount that there 
were no oysters to be got in the capital 
at that moment for love oar money 
Catching sight of the serf banker the 
count exclaimed: 
“ Oh, it is thou again. Thou art come 
to pester me onoe more for thy libera­ 
tion! Thou knowest that it is useless. I 
should not know what to do with thy 
money. But stay, I will tell thee some­ 
thing. (let me some oysters for my 
breakfast and thou shall have thy free­ 
dom I” 
Bhalouuine bowed low, left the room 
fetched the small bam- lo t oysters which 
he had left in las (-arriage at the door 
and laid it at the feet of his muster. 
As soon us the barrel had been op« nod 
the oount called for a pt u and pap* r, 
wrote out a declaration < waucipating 
both the banker aud his family from 
serfdom, and th* u, bowing courteously 
to the man who but a momeut before 
had been his slave, exclaimed, “ And, 
now, my dear Mr. Bhalouuine—will 
you give us the pleasure of your coni 
puny at breakfast?’’—New York Trib 
ane.

GATHERING FUBLI0 OPINION. 


Governor Mount's Method of Learning the 
Trend of Sentiment- 


(5 over nor 
Mount 
has originated a 
unique but very satisfactory method of 
ij*tthering the trend of public opinion 
upon various measures of the legisla­ 
ture submitted for his approval. 
A 
couple of weeks ago there was sent out 
(rom vhe governor’s office over the sig­ 
nature of Charles E. Wilson, his private 


secretary, a communication to all the 
newspapers in the state. 
In his letter 
it was stated that the governor had 
confidence in the integrity and honesty 
of the newspapers, and desired to keep 
himself informed of the opinions they 
might express upon pending measures 


that were likely to come before him for 
executive action. 
It was, th erefor, re­ 
quested that marked copies be mailed 
to him whenever anything of an edi­ 
torial character was printed concerning 


measures in the legislature. 
This re­ 
quest brings to his office daily nearly 
every newspaper in the state, and these 


ire faithlully gone over by the priva te 
secretary. 
Mr. Wilson clips and cred­ 
i t everything that he finds about pend­ 
ing measures and classifies them under 


different subjects, so that in consider­ 
ing any particular bill the governor has 
at hand, neatly pasted and clam ped to­ 
gether, clippings from various newspa­ 
pers on the subject.

The Boston Transcript says that Ju 
lion Scott, drummer boy, Company 
Third Vermont volunteers, “ received 
the first congressional modal of honor 
for bravery at the battle of Lee’s Mills, 
Va., April 16, 1862.

Learning th at four companies of his 
regiment, including his own, had cross­ 
ed the creek and were suffering terrible 
losses, and that many of his comrades 
were killed and wounded, he started for 
the scene, forded the creek, and, in the 
face of a terrible fire and countercharge 
from the enemy, succeeded unaided in 
bringing two severely wounded com­ 
rades across the creek. A general ordst 
was issued by his brigade commander, 
General ’Baldy1 Smith, commending 
the heroic bravery of this drummer boy. 
The act of congress granting the medal i 
of honor was passed July 12, 1862, and 
it is reported that Secretary Stanton 
was so pleased w ith the bravery of this 
boy that as soon as the medals were !
